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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The limitation of"... servicing the printer ... in an 
un-used condition" is disclosed by Nguyen et al. (US 5,638,099) since the printer of Nguyen must be in the non-printing condition to 
receive service. Claims 1,17, and 30 are not recited in a way that the printer is excluded from being in the "un-used condition". 
Furthermore, Nguyen et al. also discloses an un-used condition of the first service module (new wipers are "un-used" before service of the 
printhead).
